Forest fires have been raging in 
N orthern Wisconsin and Michigan 
during the past two weeks to a 
terrible extent and the Chicago 
Herald publishes the following: 
“ It would be no surprise to m e,’* 
said . locomotive engineer at the 
N orthw estern depot recently, “ if 
the forest fires now raging in W is­ 
consin arid Michigan would burn 
everything up for miles around.

It is seldom that one sees the sides 
of the track burned over at this 
time of the year, yet there is 
scarcely a hundred feet of the turf 
along Die rails from Milwaukee to 
Chicago that is not scorched.

If the people up north don’t 
have rain w ithin forty-eight hours 
I predict th at tim io*» will be in ­ 
calculable, and the suffering wide­ 
spread and terrible.”

The village of G ravelotte is formed 
by tw o lanes of houses a t right angles. 
The one on th e m ain route leads along 
a p lateau for som e hundreds of yards, 
then suddenly descends into a ravine 
which crosses it, also a t right angles 
the ro ad then ascending pretty steep­ 
ly for a q u a rte r of a mile to the ever- 
fam ous farm houseof St. Hilbert. This 
ro ad an d th e ravine on either side of 
it witnessed the bloodiest hours of the 
Franco-G erm an war, an d it is n o t 
eusy, observes a writer in the Ball Mall 
Gazette, from which this sketch is cit­ 
ed, to write with com posure of them 
im m ediately after one has passed. By 
the m ovem ents of the tw o forces, as 
everyone who followed the earliest de­ 
tails of the struggle knows, the Ger­ 
m ans were in possession of the village 
—th a t 
is, 
were

five divisions of the French forces, 
under five com m anders, weie on the 
G erm an side, with Bazatne and Metz 
iii their rear.

Most pictures of the

the village of G ravelotte across 
the 
ravine an d up to th e farm house of 
Ft. Hilbert on the height opposite. 
Along the chaussee N on Z astrow sent 
Germ ain artillery, infantry an d a t last 
Chinns straight into Hie teeth of the 
French on the hill, secure in their 
three tiers of rifle pits au d behind a 
row of artillery an d m itrailleuses— 
straight a t “ t he lightning of the lilts of 
guns.” 
Tho order to advance thus 
was a blunder, or, a t la*st, a m isun­ 
derstanding, and the brave G erm ans 
who obeyed it fell rank by rank till 
the ro ad and the whole ravine were
